OR THB FIRST DAT OF LENT,, 

As we insert only the Lessons upon the Sunday Semee, 
tibs for Ash Wednesday is of course omitted. It may be pro* 
per^ however, to observe, that, this being the first day (^Lent, 
the Church has appointed Lessons, Psahns, and Collects suit" 
able for the same. 

The name of jiak Wednesday is derived firom a custom 
that prevailed in the primitive Church, for penitents at this 
time to express their humiliation by lying in sackcloth and 
ashes. Such persons as stood convicted of notorious crimes, 
were on this day ex-communicated by the Bishop, and not 
admitted to reconciliation with the Church until after the most 
public testimony of sorrow and repentance, and the greatest 
•fiigns of humiliation. 

In the Service for the morning, three of the penitential 
Psalms of Bayid are appointed to be used. The First Les- 
son, firom Isaiah, sets forth the guilt and depravity of maUf. 
with the gracious promise of a Saviour. The Second Lesson, 
from St. Luke, enfoices those Christian graces and virtues, 
without which aU exptesnons of penitence are empty and 
vain. The Epistle and Gospel caution us against resting in 
external expressions of sorrow, while our hearts are devoid of 
real contrition. Thus admirably calculated is the Service to 
enforce the duties of humiliation and repentance* 



THE HRST SUNDAY IN LENT. 

Lbkt, in the Old Saxon, signifies Spring. It commences 
on Ash Wednesday, and ends on Easter Sunday ; which pe- 
riod, (not including the Sundays) contains forty days. The 
obsconranoe of this Fast is traced to the earUest period of

the Christian Church; for IrenaBttH, who lived but ninety 
jears from the death of St John, informs us, that as it was 
observed in hiA time, so it was also in that of his predeceasors. 
As the Jews set apart forty days for humiliation before their 
yearly expiation, so it is probable the Christian Church, fol- 
lowing their example, appointed this Fast as a proper prepa- 
ration to commemorate the great expiation of the sins of the 
whole world. During this season of fasting and humiliation 
no marriages were allowed ; they lay in sackcloth, neglected 
their dress, abstained from all delicacies of food, never taking 
any till the evening, and then only such as was necessary to 
preserve life, and, except on Saturday and Sunday, the Holy 
•Eucharist was never consecrated, being an act, they thought, 
more suitable for a festiviid than a faat

Lastly, that the 
people, knowing the time, may, if they please, be present, 
either to approve the choice made by the Bishop, or to object 
against those whom they may know to be unworthy ; whicli 
primitive privilege ia stUl reserved to the people in this well 
constituted Church.

The week next before Easter has been called Passion 
Week, because thearein we comraeifiorate the passion and 
death of Christ. Anid it is also called the Bofy Week, ^ia 
the solemn acts of devotion to which we are called by the 
Church. This week was obsenred by the primitive Chris* 
tians with great strictness of fasting and humiliation, exerci»- 
mg a most solemn repentance for those sins which occaaoDed 
the sufferings of the Lord of Life. 

The Thursday before Easter is called MSandate, or Maun^ 
day Thursday t because our SSaTioor Gommanded his Apo** 
ties to commemorate the Holy Sacrament which he this day 
instituted. In the primitive Church, the penitents who oa 
Ash Wednesday were put out of the Church, were, upon 
their repentance, this day pubUcIy absolved by the Bishop, or 
one of his Presbyters. 

The Friday before Easier is called Good Friday, fmm 
the exalted good which we derive from the suiB&ringB of 
Christ ; who, *' by the shedding of his own blood, obtained 
eternal redemption for us!^ 

This day, sacred to the commemoration of our Saviour's 
SujQTerings, has been observed from the very first age of Chris- 
tianity, as a day of the strictest fiisting and humiliation. The 
grief and affliction whic^ Christians on this day express* arise 
from a sense of the evil and guilt of their sins, which drew 
upon their blessed Redeemer ti^e p^ful and shameful death 
of the cross. There can be no greater evidence of insensibility 
and ingratitude, than to spend the day, sacred to the sufferings 
of Christ, in tiiie usual pursuits of business or pleasure. 

Easter Even, The Church on this day commemorates the 
state in which our Saviour was between his death abd his ie> 
surrection. 

The Church calls us eveiy day this week to the contempla- 
tion of our Lord's suf^rings, that with penitent hearts, we 
may accompany the Saviour through the several stages of his 
bitter passion.

Testimony and Facts relative to Episcopacy* 

The seven angels addreseed by St. John, Rev, chap. ii. and 
ill., were those who exercised the Episcopal office, and ai« 
praised or censured for the manner of discharging their duty* 
There were many Elders or Presbyters in these cities, {Acts 
XX. 17,) and yet only one is addressed as the angel or'Bi^iop. 
' 8t» Clement, a fellowolabourer with the Apostle Paul, (Phil- 
ip iv. 3,) was in the life-time of the Apostle, the Bishop o€ 
Rome ; and writing to the Church at Corinth, he sets forth 
the several duties of the Christian mimstry, by itn allusion to 
the Jewish economy, and says, " The Chief Priesi has hit 
proper services, and to the Priests their proper place is ap- 
pointed, and to the Levites belong their proper ministrations, 
and the Layman also is confined within the bounds of what 
is commanded to Laymen. Let every one of you, brethren^ 
bless God in his proper station.'* He also says, that th« 
Apostles ordained two orders in the ministry beside them* 
selves, whom he calls Bishops and Deacons, His own wonkk 
are these : " The Apostles having preached the Grospel through 
counMes and cities, constituted the first fruits of their conver- 
sions Bishops and Deacons" which, together with the Apos* 
ties themselves, constituted the three orders. 

Polycarp^ Bishop of Smyrna, who was also taught by th« 
Apostles, and had conversed with many who had seen tha • 
Saviour, was addressed by Ignatius as the Bishop of Smyrna .* 
and in another Epistle addressed to the Churdti, Ignatius ex- 
horts them to be obedient to their Bishop, and to do nothing- 
•f what belongs to the Church without his consent And 
Polycarp himseli^ writing to the Church of Philippi, whevi 
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the Episcopal diarge was probably vacant, addresses the "Pves- 
hjietB and Deacons ; and distinguishes himself from his Pres* 
byters thus, " Poly carp, and the Presbyters that are tvith. 
himf to the. Church of God which is at Philippi." He also 
sent them the Epistles of Ignatius, in which the office and 
dttties-'of a Bishop are clearly set forth and distinguished &om 
those c^ Presbyters. 

Ignatius, who was for forty years Bishop of Antioch, was 
« disciple of St. John, and intimately acquainted with St 
Peter and St, Paul : he was ordained by St. John, and about 
the year sixty-seven was confirmed Bishop of Antioch. In 
his Epistles he says, ** He that is within the altar is pure; but 
he that is without, that is, does any thing without the Bi^ops, 
and Presbyteis, and Deacons, is not pure in bis conscience." 
Again, **See that ye all follow your Bishop ; — and the Pres- 
byteEy-'-«nd reverence the Deacons.'' In hi« Epistles he 
jnentions these orders raore than thirty times. 

Irenseus, the disciple of Polycarp, and the Bishop of Lyons, 
says, " We can reckon up those whom the Apostles ordained 
to be Bishops in the several Churches, and who they wera 
that succeeded them down to our Ume.^' He also gives the 
names of twelve Bishops in succession, each of whom in his 
day, governed the Church of Rome. 

Clemens of Akxandriay one of the Fathers of the Church, 
who flourished at the end of the second century, says,, *< Now 
in the Chiirch here, the progressbns of Bishops^ Presbyters, 
and Deacons, I deem to be imitations of the EvangeHoal 
S^ry," dec. Again, ^ There are other precepts without num- 
ber; some which relate to Presbyters; others which belong 
ttf Bishops; others respecting Deacons.' ' 

Qrigtn^ a distinguished and eminent Father of the third 
eentury, says ** There is a debt due to Deacons ; another to- 
Presbyters; aind another to Bishops, which is the greatest of 
all, and expected by the Saviour of the whole Church." 

Jerome^ of the fourth century, in his Epistle to Evagrius, 
calls the distinction of Bishops, Protsbyters. and Deacons, an 
Apostolical institution. He affirms that Paul ordained Timo- 
thy Bishop of Ephesus, and Titus Bishop of Crete ; and that 
^L John ordained Polycarp Bishop of Smyrna ; and further 
says, that what Aaron, his sons, and the Invites, were in the 
Temple, that the Bishops, the Priests, and the Djeacona < 
to be in the Church. 
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^rius, in the fourth century, was denoimcdd as a h^ntie, 
for opposing £piscopacy as the original cctnstitution of the 
Church. 

In the same century, ordination by Presbyters was con- 
demned by the Synod of Alexandria, and by the Council of 
Oonstantinopie ; and in the fifth century by the Council of 
Sardis. * . . 

Episcopacy thus continued the. only form at Chnrch 
government for fifleen hundred years. 

The Reformers also were almost unanimous upon this point ; 
Calvin and otiiers upon the continent, regretted that they 
aoulA not obtain Episcopacy ; but what they mourned over as 
a defect, their descendants now vindicate as their chief ttid 
peculiar excellenqe. And at this time the rejectors of Epis- 
copacy amount perhaps to one-tenth part of the Christian 
woild.
